An Expert Prefers a Son of Radium, but the Owner 
Favors a Colt by Carpathian 
as the Best. 



I.exiiiKton, Ky.. February 14. — The fourlecn liead 
of Euslish-bred l)IiHnlst<»ck "whu-h were purcha.scd .Ht 
>ewinarkot by .Mr. Howard Oots last autumn are 
now (luartercd at the local wurse and are just be- 
^iiiuiiiit to show the goo«l effects of the treatment 
which they have received siuce their arrival in this 
country. 

The Oots importations comprise eleven colts and 
three' fillies and, taken as a whole, there is not a 
bad ICKiking' or a iKorly bred one amon;' them. Of 
course, they are not out of Derby or Grand I’ri\ 
winners, but the blood is there j\ist the same and 
<mt of tile number will be deveioi>e<i some winners of 
the best class, especially as it is .Mr. Outs’ an- 
nounced intention to >;ive these youujrsters plenty of 
time to iK'Come thoroughly acellmatized. Here is a 
list of Mr. Oots imi>ortalions: 

A tremendously bij; fellow is the chestnut sou of 
l.langibby— Princess .Sterling, by Florizel II., she out 
of the flying Sterling Italin. half-sister to tlie French 
Two Thousand Guineas winner, Ouadi Haifa. The 
son of l.langibby has attained to such .Matteriiorn 
jiroportions that it is doubtful if he can be got to 
the isist this year, but these Llangibbys improve 
with time, as witness tlie performances of the 
Jockey Club Stakes winner Lanins. 

llatlier on tlie smali side is tlie half-brother, by 
Polymelus, to the Walden Stakes winner. Colonel 
Vennic, Imt a tine colt, indeeil. and nowadays every 
one e.xpects a winner by I’olymelus. and this smart 
chestnut should prove no e.xeeption to the rule. 

St. .tmant's chestnut sou is aindlier which should 
have a briglit future before him as a race horse, 
and is out of Dora, by Cyllene. from Helioseene, 
liam of many winners, and half-sister to Napoli, dam 
of Laveiio, Drveito, .Mr. Haggin's Kapallo and Pon- 
/,a, dam of tlie Australian champion sire, Positaiio. 
Tile next dam is tlie famous Sunshine, liy Thorman- 
by, graudam of Peep o'Day. This St. Simon-Bend 
(>r blend has, in the past, been jirodiictlve of sucli 
great race horses as Ormonde. Sceptre, Zinfaiidel 
and others, so that it is onl.v reasonable to suppD.se 
that Dora’s sou will earn distinction on tlie race 
course ami also in after life as a stallion. 

One of the best of tlie band is the sturdy bay by 
Thrush — I.usclnla. sister to St. ttswald, by St. 
Simon. Thrush was real good sort himself and a 
successful sire and a well bred one besides, being by 
-Missel Thrush, son of Orme. out of a daughter of 
I'liaribert. son of Tlio’rmanb.v tllerodi. This time 
liositions are reversed and it is Bend Or onto St 
Simon, and tliis cross is res])onsible for the prodin; 
tion of Pomnierii, winner of three of England’s 
classics last year. Liiscinia's son has more bone 
ids inches than any youngster I have seen for many 
a day, just one of the sort which c.m lie relied upon 
to take tile roiigli with the smooth and come ui 
smiling every time. 

Perliaps tlie most taking colt of all is the brown 
son of Kadiiim and .MacariMui. by .Marco, already 
naiiKsl Butterscotch. Kadiiim 1 saw tinisli a goo<l 
secoiul to Tile White Kiiigiit for the Ascot Gold t'll| 
of 11MI.S -one of the liandsumest liorses alive and 
certain to make a success in the stud, and the blood 
of Marco (.Miitcliemi slioiild nick well with him 
csiiecially as this .Marco, strain is backed up b.v St 
Friis<|uiii. sire cf St. Kosalie. which is half-siste' 
to the St. Leger winner. Dorieles. Itesides his raciiif 
prospects tliis colt is quite well enough lired and 
good enough bHiking to make- some one a real gtaxi 
stud hors<- in days to come. 

There is much to like almut Uie .Marajax. a bay. 
from Disdiiinfnl. by Prince Hampton, and anyone 
wlio ever saw Flying Fox need not be told that till 
colt is close akin to hini. and wlien iie has had time 
to till out a bit you can take my word fur it, then 
will lie few iH'tter looking horses in training. .Mat 
ajax liimself was no slouch as a rae-e horse, winniii 
a .Maiicliester t up and Breede-rs’ St. Leger. and : 
lait of Isonoiiiy’s daiigliter. Mary Seaton, from Marie 
Stuart, winner of the St. Le'ger. by SisDttish Chief. 
Disdttiitftil Is already the dam of the winm'r Duchess 
I'liristitie and lier dam is Lady Suee'rweli. Cheshire 
Cat's dam. Iiy .Maclieath. s.ai of Macaroni, and the 
family is the same from which come St. Simon and 
Orme. Imleed, tliis is a nedigree hard to la'at. and 
this colt at all events slioiild command respect, if 
onl.v on aci imnt of his libxd lines. 

So far as I am aware. .Mr. Oots chestnut is the 
onl.v Uoi llerode wliich lias so far bit'ii broiiglit 
iieross tile .Xtlaiitic. and a speedy liHikiiig customer 
lie is. out of Kllen Graeme, b.v Tal'iiorley. a St. 
Simon liorse. w bicli could race to some piirposr^ liitii- 
self. and Kllcn Graeme is a member of tlie pro- 
ductive .Manganese branch tf the Layton Barli lino, 
'nils colt is certainly framed on s|ieed.v lines and 
iiia.v 1 h‘. if his legs stand him. able to sta.y as well. 

-Vlr. <*ots is much enamoured of a bay son of 
Carpatliian. lialf-lirother b.v Isinglass, to Lemberg 
iitid Bayardo. but. for niy )iart. I prefer some of the 
others. However. dilTerences of opinion make hor.se 
racing and I siii'-erely trust .Mr. <>its' gooil opinion 
will slierll.v Ik' veritied. Tlie rest of tlie colls are all 
sound, well grown yoiiiigsters. some of- which are 
certain to win distinction vti the race course. 

Of tile fillies, my preference is for tlie brown 
dangliler of Unit sturdy race horse. Till' White 
Knight, twice a winner of the .\scot Gold Ciiji and a 
lihenomenal weight carrier le'sides. I do not know 
but that she may lie the la-st of the entire string. 
Irish-bred, a real SI. Simon in conformation, by 
champion race horse, out of Ballara. a daughter of 
thjit steam engine. F.ager. one of the fastest horses 
that ever trod the Knglish turf, a beautifully bal 
tiiiced till.v. she surely ought to rac-e. .Viiyway, her 
Millie for tile paddock is at once otivioiis. 

Bv the wav. .Mr. liols confirms niy siis|iicions that 
the ' British ' breeders of bhsMlstock are retaining 
, most of the fillies, however willing they may be to 
saefifiee the colts, knowing well that ts'tter days arc 
sure to follow, and it goes without saying that these 
breeders will rea|i tlie lieiietits of their sagacity. 

The brown datigliter of t'herry 'rree- Zobara is 
also a s|dendid looking filly, .Mr. Dots’ pick, in fac^ 
and it is worth recording that her dam fetched. 
• lesidte existing conditions, last December, the goo.1 
round sum of l.t.-iu guineas at public auction. Zo- 
bara is b.v the .Viistralian champion. Carliine, out of 
Zolwyde. b.v St. Simon, and here is another filly Ij 
grace any man’s stud. 

The third filly is a bay by .7ohn o’Gannt. sire 
of Swynford ami second to St. .Vniaut in the Derby, 
and sire of any iiiinibcr of good winners, which 
iiinnlier iiia.v ts^ increased the first time Zoliara’s 
lilly goes to tile )iost. The entire band is:

— Stockholders of 
the l-ower California .loike.v t'lnli. representing 111 
per-eent. of the sUx-k, had a harmonious meeting 
lit Carson, Nev.. on Tiiesda.v. February 8. ami re- 
elected the governing officers, as well as expressing 
eoiifideiK'e in the administration. .Tames W. Cof- 
froth was renamed as iiresident of the jwke.v club: 
H. A. Hoii.ser, secretary, and Baron Long of Los 
Angeles, treasurer. In addition. W. Kid Nelsmi and 
<«regor.v Mitchell were eU-eted to the directorate, 
replacing James Wil.son ami H. J. Moore. 

Reports of CotTroth and Houser were read and ap- 
proved. AVhile no definite ai'tion was taken. It is 
generally agreed that the capital stock will shortly 
be increased fnnn $l,0Ot>.<MK> to .$1,.'»00,0<)0. 

“Considering the setbacks from the storm." de- 
clared Coffroth yesterda.v, "the club is in gisxl eon 
ditioD. Dur plan to increase the capital stock t 
half inillioii is still in embryo.

assiirinces that they would ship to the Arkansas 
track immediately after' tiai close of racing iiere. 
.According to .Mr. Martin, tlie Business Men 
Leag'ie assures a twenty-one days meeting and thi 
if conditions warrant, will be extended to thirty 
days. There will be six races daily with no purse 
of less value than $3t‘»0. The officials who will 
serve will be the best available, with .lack B. 
Camiibell probably the presiding judge. 

Mr. Martin will remain here several days, and 
tho program Nsik for tlw' first week’s racing will 
la- put in the hands of IIh* ]>qinler shortly ami will 
lie distrihnted to horsemen here some time next 
week.

HORSES FOR WAR IN GREAT DEMAND. 

Tliat Germany stands ready to pay $1,000 apiece 
for war horses if anybody can deliver them on the 
right side of the firing line is interesting Informa- 
tion vouched for by an .American horseman who has 
shlptH'd tens of thousands to France and England in 
the last few months. The shipper in question, know- 
ing the supply of horses must be running short in 
Gerncni.v. conceived a selieine by xvhieli he tlionglit 
he eoiild fool his Cnelp Sam and John Bull and land 
a few sliiiiloads at a port where they w.mld find 
their way to the Tentonie army. He aeeordingly ap- 
luoached some of (lie nnotlicial agencies in close 
touch with the kaiser’s activities in .\merlca and 
was given to understand that tlie price would lie 
ns aliove stated. On following the matter np lie 
soon discovered tliat a sliipload of iiorses would 
liat<“ aliout as giMid a ehaiiee to get to the moon 
as to Germany just now and tlie selieme was 
abandoned. 

Tlie wastage of iiorses in war times is sliown by 
recently imlilislied statistics relatix'e to live stock in 
France. The iiuiiiIkt of horses In Franco when the 
war liroke out was about :i.2(M),0(»0. .\ltliongh hun- 
dreds of tlionsands liail been imiHirteil from the 
United Stat«-s and South .Vnierii-a after hostilities 
liegan. Ilie numiH-r liad fallen away to soinelhiug 
like 2.2(MI,(KM» in June, 19L5. tliiis sliowing a loss of 
mor»» than thirty imt cent in less than one .year of 
tlie w«r. 'I’o a Ilerahl rejairter tlie sliipiier atiove 
referred to said tlie otlior day tliat liis advices di- 
rect from the seat of war were to the effeet that 
France was commandeeriiig aiiout all tlie elfective 
horses in tlie ooiintry, leaving onl.v liris'ding stock 
and tile defectives of equine forces to do tlie work 
in farming and industries. This report is periiaps 
exaggerated, like so many otliers from the seat of 
war, but willi one million iiorses lost in less than 
one year France must Ik* fi'eliiig an aeiite sliortage. 
And if France is short of horses what miist lie the 
situation in Germany, wliere long lines of eompiiini- 
eatioii are iieiiig maintained on s«-veral fronts and 
wliere tlie rapid ailvanees into tlie enem.v’s eoiintr.v 
have put a strain on men ami iiorses lianily to lie 
I'ompar'-d nltii tlie defeiisivi* tiglit of tlie allies on 
the western front in I-'i-aiii-e. Germany had about 
4..50‘i.(i(i(t iiorses at the iH'ginuiiig of tin* war and 
.\iistria-Hiiiig:iry liad alKiiit 4.(MN),(Mki more. Tin* 
Britisli supply was apiiroximalcly 2.2.50.000. wliile 
Unit of Russia was nearly 25.imj0,(kki. With tlie 
allies in control of tlie .•■eas tliey can, of course, 
get all tla- iiorses tliey can pay f.>r. lint (Jormany 
and .\iistria must rely .almost wliolly on tladr own 
siiiiply and must raise the grain and liay to feed 
tliem all besides. Few exnerts iH'lieve tiie siippl.v 
of Iiorses will lie a decisive factor in tlie r«“sult 
of tlie great struggle, but none overlook the fact 
that the supply is Ix'i'orning more and more im- 
IHirtant to the eoiiteiiding armies each succeeding 
niontli. — New York Herald.
